Request for laying a statement re : the Communal 
disturbances in the state on the Table of the House : 

*Shri V. D. Deshpande (Ippaguda) : The House may 
remember that when certain disturbances took place in 
Jagtial, I had requested, the Government through you, Sir, 
to lay a statement on the Table of the House. Today, I 
stand here again, Sir ? to request the Government to lay 
on the Table of the House a statement regarding the communal 
situation in the State, Permit me, Sir, to state that the com- 
munal situation is becoming worse dav bv dav and the internal 
security of our State is being threatened by these disturbances 
at various places. It is the practice in democratic countries 
to take the House into confidence and place the whole situation 
before the House, discuss the matter frankly with the members 
and take their co-operation so as to control the situation. 
Through you, Sir, I requsest the Government to follow this 
democratic procedure, as has been done by our Prime Minister 
as far as Parliament is concerned. Therefore, I once again 
request the Chief Minister through you, Sir, to lay on the 
Table of the House a detailed statement regarding the various 
disturbances that are taking place at various places, the steps 
Government have taken so far and the manner in which the 
Government expect the people and the members of this House 
to co-operate with the Government so as to control the situa- 
tion as early as possible, I hope the Government wiH lay 
such a statement on the Table of the House as soon as possible, 
possibly today or tomorrow and give this House a chance to 
discuss the various measures that we can collectively take so 
bs to control the whole situation. I hope this request of mine 
made sincerely and with a spirit to co-operate with the Gove- 
rnment would be heard and a proper response will be forth- 
coming from the Government.

The amount of premium shall be payable 
in not more than ten annual instalments along with the 
annual land revenue and in default of such payment, 
shall be recoverable as arrears of land revenue due on the 
land in respect of which it is payable. " 

(b) For sub-clause (4) as renumbered, substitute the 
Mowing :— 

u {4) Should the lands for the purpose of registration 
of Inamdar as occupant be required to be resumed to 
make up the deficiency to the extent of 3 'family holdings', 
the same shall be resumed under the provisions of the 
Hyderabad Tenancy and Agricultural Lands Act, 1950 
in the following order — 
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(i) firstly from out of non-Inam lands ; 

(ii) secondly from out of uncultivated Inam 
lands other than those specified in clauses (a) and 
(c) of sub-section (1) ; and 

(Hi) thirdly from out of the Inam lands in the 
possession of his tenants and without prejudice to 
their tenancy right in the following order — 

(a) from out of the lands of the non-protec- 
ted tenants ; 

(b) from out of the lands of the protected 
tenants ; and 

(c) from out of the lands of the permanent 
tenants. "

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Shri Devi Singh Chauhan (Ausa) : Mr, Speaker, Sir, I 
would not like to speak any thing about the payment of com- 
pensation to the inamdars, because that is a different ques- 
tion altogether. Therefore, I would not go into the merits 
or desirability of that matter* 

The question here is, how much premium is to be obtained 
from the tenants of inam lands, I believe, about a year or 
ten months back, we have passed a legislation wherein we 
have accepted the principle that some money should be taken 
as consideration for the patta lands given to the tenants, un- 
der the Tenancy and Agricultural Lands Act. That had been 
provided under Section 38 ot that Ace, Besides, we have provi- 
ded for taking some premium from the tenants, or the persons to 
whom lands would be given, under Section 53 (c) — that is, 
the patta lands obtained from the pattedars in excess of a 
certain amount. On that occasion, we had no doubt consi- 
dered the paying capacity of the tenants or the agriculturists. 
Here, we are going to apply the same principle. An attempt 
has been made here to raise the question of the paying capa- 
city of the tenants, once again. I think the discussions 
which we have had some ten months back are quite fresh in 
our minds, and I think, we need not read over the same ar- 
guments again. In this connection, I would merely com- 
pare the three Sections, namely, Section 38, Section 53 (c) or 
53 (/) and the present Sections, i.e., Section 6, Section 7 and 
Section 8 of the Inams Abolition Bill. Under Section 53 (/), 
the compensation or the consideration to be taken from per- 
sons to whom lands would be given, is 100 times the land 
revenue in the case of dry lands and 36 times the land revenue 
in the case of wet lands served by wells and other irrigation 
sources .... 

Shri Devi Singh Chauhan : I would request the hon. 
Member just to wait for a few minutes, when I will come to 
his point. In the case of the tenants, under Section 38, the 
consideration to be charged to the persons to whom patta 
rights are given is 75 times the land revenue in the case of 
dry lands and 24 times the land revenue in the case of wet 
lands served by wells, projects and other sources. Here, we 
are giving the same rights, as we have given under Sectione 
38. There, the tenants were of the pattedars, whejreas here 
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they are of the Inamdars. It would, therefore, be quite fair if 
the hon. Member from Wardhanapet compares these inam 
tenants with the tenants, as provided in Section 38. I might 
inform the hon. Member that the compensation or the consi- 
deration that we are charging here is a bit less than what has 
been charged tinder Section 38. As I submitted earlier, un- 
der Section 38, 75 is the multiple charged for dry lands and 
24 for wet lands. 

Shri L. N. Reddy : Not for all lands ; only for certain 
section of dry lands. 

Shri Devi Singh Chauhan : It may be a bit less for chalka 
land. 

Shri X. N. Reddy : There is no black cotton soil in Telan- 
gana. 

Shri Devi Singh Chauhan : In the case of dry chalka 
land, 4 times the land revenue is the rent, and 15 times of 
that works out to 60. So, for dry land in Telangana, it is 60 
times and for dry land in Marathwada, it is 75 times. 

Here, under the present legislation, there are three cate- 
gories of tenants, from whom we are taking some considera- 
tion. The most badly affected tenant would be the non- 
protected tenant.

Shri Devi Singh Chauhan : If the hon. Member would 
take some trouble and work out the exact price, I am sure, 
it would be definitely more than the maximum prices quoted 
in the Section. I throw a challenge to him. Let him work 
out and then say. I will leave it at that. 

The badly affected tenant under the present Bill as I said, 
is the non-protected tenant, and in his case, the consideration 
charged is 60 times the land revenue. That would be the 
maximum in the ease of chalka lands, under the Tenancy 
Act, and 75 times the land revenue in the case of other lands. 
Here, under Section 8 too, it is 60 times. For wet lands under 
the Tenancy Act, it is 24 times while under this Bill it is 20 
times* So I must say that the consideration which is being

charged under this Inams Abolition Bill is definitely lower 
than what has been charged under the Tenancy and Agricul- 
tural Lands Act. 

Shri L. N. Reddy : 40 per cent market price is there : 

Shri Devi Singh Chauhan : If we accept the principles 
enunciated in the Tenancy and Agricultural Lands Act, 
then, it is quite undesirable, if not unnecessary, to go into 
these details once again. It would be quite fair and suffi- 
cient if we compare these rates with the rates given in Section 
38 of the Tenancy Act, I must claim that the rates given in 
this Bill are definitely lower. There we have 75 times for the 
dry land and here we have 60 times ; therefore, in the same 
proportion, the consideration for the wet lands, too, would be 
reduced. In the case of protected tenants, there, the price 
would be 75 times whereas here, we are simply charging 40 
times the land revenue. That, in my opinion, is a great re- 
lief* The protected tenant as defined in that Act is the same 
protected tenant under this Bill. I will go a step further 
and say that the permanent tenant as defined in the present 
Bill is far better than the protected tenant as placed in 
that Act. Here we have defined the permanent tenant as a 
tenant who has been retaining the possession of his land before 
June s 1950. We are taking only 25 times the land revenue 
from him here, whereas he has to pay 75 times there. Under 
the circumstances, the rates which have been prescribed here 
are more advantageous to the tenants of the inam lands. So, 
I am at a loss to understand why there should be any ground 
for complaint or any sort of adverse criticism. 

With these few words, I should like to express my hope and 
trust that the amendments which have been moved by the 
Opposition Members will be withdrawn.
